Those who fear a prolongation of 
the extraordinary sesstoe of tbe legto 
lature find encouragement In tbe fact 
that members of tbe general assem- 
bly while they are in attendance at 
at tbe extra session will be in Colum- 
bus at their own expense, says the 
State Journal. 


Tbe senators and representatives 


draw their full pay for the current 
year at the adjournment of tbe regu- 
lar session thte spring. They cannot 
anticipate next year** pay, and they 
will get no additional salary for their 
services during tbe extra 
session, 


neither will the members of tbe legis- 
lature get the usual mileage which is 
allowed them at tbe beginning of a 
regular session. This ruling 
made by Auditor of Staoft Poe at the 
time Governor Campbell called the 
legislature together in extra session, 
when Poe refused to issue warrants 
for the mlleatre of the members. His 
ruling, 
however, 
undoubtedly was 


made upon the advice of Walter Guil- 
bert, who then was Mr. Poe's chief 
clerk. As Mr. Guilbert Is now audi- 
tor of state, it is to be expected that 
be will follow bis own pr cedent, and 
therefore tbe members of the legisla- 
ture will get no mileage for the extra 
session, which Governor Nash will un 
doubtedly calL 


If the members of tbe legislature 


are compelled to pay their own ex- 
penses and at the same time get no 
additional salary and no mileage it in 
a safe prediction they will not remain 
in session very long. '

commencement exercises of the state 
university, says the St. Lonis Globe- 
lseiuut:rat. ilis parting was a sad one, 
To the large crowd which had collect- 
ed at the station to bid him goodby 
and to wish him godspeed on his Jour- 
ney homeward the humorist waved his 
hand in response to the cheers which 
Wrut up for him 


After being loyally entertained dur- 


ing bis stay. Mark Twain has learned 
to think more of Hannibal and its peo- 
ple than ever, and it was with a hea-ry 
heart that he departed to return no 
more. The usual pleasant smiles which 
had leisurely played over his face were 
absent. In their place tears trickled 
down, his cheeks. Such was the lot' 
prvsaive parting with the humorist 
whom all Hannibal idolized during the 
past few days. 


The trip of Mark Twain down to Co- 


lumbia was one ovation after another. 
At every station through which he 
passed large crowds were at th« depots 
to see him. E. Fowkes. general agent 
of the Wabash at Hannibal. Mo, ac- 
companied him as far as Moberly. At 
Stoutsville a large number of the resi- 
dents of Florida, Mo., the birthplace of 
the humorist, were at the station. M. 
Anderson, son of an old acquaintance 
of the Clemens family, presented, him 
with a cane made of timber from the 
house of his birth. 


At Paris a crowd of over a thousand 


people were on hand. Arrangements 
had been made to hold the train about 
ten mioutes so that Mark Twain might 
make a little speech. He had hardly 
begun when a tittle girl stepped up. to 
the car and handed him a large bunch 
of pretty red roses. He broke down 
completely and was unable to continue. 
People then rushed forward to shake 
his hand, and the train soon pulled out. 
Moberly gave him another ovation. The 
depot was crowded with people. There 
Mark Twain changed cars and was 
compelled to wait forty minutes for his 
train. 


On the Journey to Columbia Hark: 


Twain said that he never had anything 
to hurt him more than his farewell at 
Hannibal. He was deeply affected, and 
it was clearly seen that he restrained 
his emotions with in-eat difficulty. 


"This visit of mine back to the scenes 


of my boyhood has been one of the 
happy events of my life." he said, 
"My trip has certainly been a most en- 
joyable one. and I do not recall a single 
instance when I have ever had a better 
time. The time was all well spent. I 
am glad to know that the people thin* 
eo much of me. It is not always thaf- 
fallow can stay away from hie of-- 
home as l<>n^ as I have done and theV 
return and be received so cordially." V" 


The other niijht Mark Twain talked --- 


more freely than ever. He told one sto- 
ry after another of hia experiences In 
Hannibal during his younger days. The 
original Huckleberry Finn, he said, 
was Tom Blankenahip. Blankenablp 
was a familiar character about Hanni- 
bal during the boyhood days of the hu- 
morist. His sister. Becky Biankenship.

Mr. Burke was a director In the Chica- 
go and Northwestern and several other 
railroads. 
<*iie of his intimate friends 


today Is M. L. Sykes. until recently 
vice president of the Chicago and 
Northwestern. He frequently went to 
Chicago with Mr. Syke* to attend meet- 
ings of tKiards of directors, and Mr. 
Sykes often teased Mr. Burke for little 
peculiarities displayed on these trips. 


When other directors on leaving the 


train would give their satchels to por- 
ters to carry. Mr. Burke always clung 
to his can«etba!r and took it to the ho- 
tel, thus saving the tip. There was al- 
ways an expensive luncheon served 
after each one of these directors' meet- 
ings. It was Mr. Burke's habit to take 
half a dozen lumps ol cut sugar from 
the table on each occasion, put them 
in his pocket and bring them back to 
New York. Then he would go to his 
farm in Mount Vernon and pull down 
the bars to the field In which his horses 
ran wild. 


The animals would run to him. They 


kicked up their heels and fled when- 
ever any one else let down those bora, 
but they run to the millionaire and 
sometimes poked their soft noses Into 
his pockets even before he could pro- 
duce the pngar for them. 


Onca. coming home from Chicago. 


Mr. Sykes remonstrated with his friend 
about the abstraction o* the cat sugar. 
Mr. Burke replied with great earnest- 
ness: 


"But my horses like it. and It wasn't 


wanted on the table. Everybody had 
all the sugar he wanted." 


Mr. Burke had several Irish setters 


on his Mount Vernoc farm, and when 
one of them became so old and decrep- 
it that it was necessary to end his life 
out of pity the owner always demur- 
red strongly. He was affected to tears 
one day when he assented finally to 
the killing of a setter which was BO 
feeble that he could uot Stand upon 
his feet. 


The farm is known as Bonnybrae 


and is next to that owned by Judge 
Mills of Westchester county. Tbe over- 
seer, who is known to all the neighbors 
on the White Plains road as John, is 
devoted to Mr. Burke. He has been 
in his present position longer than 
most Mount Vernoii people can remem- 
ber, and his son. who was named after 
the owner, John Burke, fa growing up 
now. 


Of this new philanthropist it may be 


said that he is "the youngest old man 
in New York." For all his ninety years 
he does not look a day over sixty. 
There is not a wrinkle In hij face. His 
complexion Is rosy and like a girl's. A 
woman friend ^'f-'I tb'iiim only a Tew 
days ago: 


"Mr. Burke, if my cheeks were aa 


red as yours people wouM say I paint- 
ed them."
